SHIPMAN NPOKE AT --
HAYESVILLE SATURDAY.

Gives SOme Interesting Figures on

Edueational Progress in State
and Distriet.

Speaking before a large audience in
the court house at Hayesville in Clay
county Saturday—Woodrow Wilson
Day—M. L. Shipman, commissioner of
:abor and printing, referred to Presi-
dent Wilson as the greatest chief ex-
ecutive since the days of Washington
and Jefferson and predicted hig re-
glect;on by a flattering vote on Novem-
er 7.
Reverting to state issues, Mr. Ship-
man expressed the conviction that the
people’s business had been managed
£0 wisely and so well, gince the dem-
ocrats resumed control in 1900, there
there is little probability of a falling
off in the democratic majority this
year. “The groundless criticisms of
F A Linney and hig apologies,” said
the speaker, “have been met with facts
and figures that can not be impeached.
'They started out to audit the state
treasurer’s books, but abandoned the
idea because numeroug investigations
previously had found every dollar of
the state’s money intact. They chas-
ed bedbugs from the soldiers’ home
for a time, but finding the democrats
had attended to that the search was
abandoned. I believe they are still
making objection to our educational
system, and a few suggestions bear-
ing upon democratic achievements
along this line may not be inappro-
priate.
Quotes Figures.

“The following figures will be of in-
terest in this connection, and I con-
sider them as of vital importance to
all who have the pest interests of the
state’s public schools at heart. They
cover the thirteen counties which com-
prise the Tenth congressional district:
